Without discussing the merits or 
demerits of the direct primary, it 
is possible to call attention to some 
queer things as the primary is appli­ 
ed to Indiana. 
Strangest 
of

state house and then marches right 
back again. 
If the primary for the selection of 
candidates and to form the county 
political organization is the right and 
proper thing for the 
county, 
why, 
then, is it not right for state offices! 
The bill, as first drafted and intro­ 
duced in the 1915 legislature, pro­ 
vided for the selection of all candid­ 
ates hv the primary system. 
But tlie advocates 
of the direct 
primary had to make some conces­ 
sions to tiie organization in the legis­ 
lature in order to get any legislation 
of any sort on the primary question, 
even though the state platform was 
very specific in pledging the Demo­ 
cratic party i<> the enactment of a 
direct primary. 
The primary plank 


was undoubtedly put in the

A. B. Irvin returned Monday night 
from Galveston, Texas, where lie har> 
been visiting his daughter, M r s .

L. Kiser, and from him it i> learned 
t hat Mr. Kiser went there to till a 
eontraet he has with tlie French gov­ 
ernment to furnish it with a million 
dollars worth of Texas prairie hay 
for use in the army. 
Ocean freight rates are based on 
cubic contents instead of by weight, 
as is the custom of railroads, and 
tlie contract provides that a ton of 
hay shall not occupy more than six­ 
ty-two and one-half cubic 
feet in 
ocean vessels in which it is to be 
shipped. 
\\ hen Mr. Kiser arive<] in Texas 
he 
found 
that 
the 
parties 
furnishing the hay 
did 
not 
have 
a hay 
press 
that 
would 
produce 
the density required, so he had to 
design and build a compress 
which 
he did ¡11 two weeks, that would pro­ 


duce a density of sixty-two and one- 
half cubic feet per ton, or a package I 
4x4x4 feet. 
To do this a pressure of five hun­ 
dred pounds per square inch is re­ 
quired. 
Two ordinary 
hay 
halers 
are com pressed into one 
and 
the 
compress is now doing the work suc­ 
c essfu lly . 
They will begin loading the first 
ship on the fifteenth of this month 
and other ships ¡ire to be loaded ev­ 
ery fifteen days. Mr. Kiser expects 
to obtain another contract amount­ 
ing to one and one-half milium dol­ 
lars which will make it necessary for 
him to remain in Texas most of the 
summer. 
Friends of Mr. Kiser, who former­ 
ly lived here, will be glad to hear of 
his good fortune. Mr. Kiser represen­

men a day hav e been feu at the hotel 
since it opened;

direct vote. The choice, then, would 
lay with the convention. 


A similar expression of preferen- 


ces of candidates for president and 
vice-president of the United States 
is made, and the delegates to the i 
national convention are supposed to 
be guided in their vote by this ex- , 
pression. But if all delegates follow 
the example of W. J. Bryan in the

Baltimore convention, the primary 
expression will mean little for Mr.

no more regard for the expression of

States senator than it did in fullill- 
ing its pledges in regard to the pri- 
mary, tlie candidates who brooks the 
ill will of the machine will have lit- 
tle chance. 


The cause for omittiug the state

trol the party can be built up, as lias 
been demonstrated, and those who

This globe, fifty-one feet in diameter, -with the map of 


North America in relief, is the joint exhibit of-four railroads—the Western 
Pacific, the Denver and Rio Grande, the Missouri Pacific and St Ixrais and 
the St. Louis, Iron Mountain and Southern. 


Across the face of this huge map, from San Francisco to St. Louis, is a 


railroad track In miniature. Trains cross and recross,-making the entire trip 
In three minutes, electric flashes Indicating the stations on the way. From the 
globe to the north wall of the building extends an annex sixty-five feet in 
length, fifty-six in width, and from the top of this annex rises in realistic effect 
on canvas the famous "Marshall's pass of Colorado. 


At Intervals around the base of the globe and annex are sculptures of a 


fanner, representing agriculture; a miner,, representing mines; a fisherman, for 
sports; a brakeman, for transportation, and a blacksmith, for commerce, while 
jth« slogan of the railroads is set in relief, "Comfort, Service, Scenery." ,In the 
interior of the globe will be twenty-four models of cities and scenes along, the 
route of the railroads. San Francisco will be seen, Denver, Salt Lake,, Lead- 
ITlUe and such noted bits of scenery as the Koyal gorge. 


In the dim light of the globe's interior, viewing the twelve and fifteen foot 


canvas portrayals of cities and scenes, stars begin to twinkle in the sky above, 
•ltd the illusion of standing gazing upon nature's vast beauties is complete. 
The stars are secured by an ingenious electrical device. 


The entire exhibit is under the supervision of-F. A. Wadleigh, passenger 


traffic manager of the Western Pacific and Denver and Rio Grande. The de- 
sign, construction and supervision are under the direction of F. B. Fulton, who 
giro Is the artist who painted the landscapes and sculptured the pilaster models.
